Cambridge, Mass., June 26.—Cam- 
mencemeDt at Harvard university was 
of unusual interest Wednesday because 
of the presence of President 
Roose­ 
velt, a guest of Harvard, class of 1880, 
who received the honorary degree of 
LL. D. 
There were 
other 
notable 
guests who also received the degree 
Of LL. D. 
The Rev. Edward Everett 
Hale, D. D., of Boston, and many grad­ 
uate brought honor to their univer­ 
sity. 
Hon. John t . Long, 
president of 
Alumni association,' presided 
at 
the 
banquet. 
The list of toasts included 
responses by Presidential iot, Govern­ 
or Crane, President Roosevelt, Secre­ 
tary Hay, Prof. Alexander Agassiz and 
Malcolm Donald. 
President Roosevelt 
spoke 33 fol­ 
lows: 
“Mr. President, President Eliot and 
you, ray fellow Harvard m e r 
Before 
I say what I had intended to speak of, 
let me speak for all of you, I am sure; 
let me speak for all Americans today 
when I say when we watch with great­ 
est concern and sympathy the sickbed 
of the English king and that all Amer­ 
icans In tendering their hearty sympa­ 
thy to the people of Great Britain now 
remember keenly the outburst of gen­ 
uine grief which all England last fall 
greeted the calamity that befell us in 
the death of President McKinley.” 
The president then referred to his 
association with a large 
number of 
Harvard graduates who had rendered 
great service to the country, mention­ 
ing among them former Secretary of 
the Navy Long, whom he had been ob­ 
liged to replace by another Harvard 
man; Senator 
Hoar* 
Cabot 
Lodge, 
who he called his “closest, staunchest 
and most personal friend,” and Secre­ 
tary of the State John Hay, to sit at J 
the same council table with whom he I 
regarded as a liberal education in high 
minded statesmanship. Continuing, he : 
said: 
“I want to speak of three other col- I 
lege graduates because of the service 
they have done the public. 
I waul to 
speak of a graduate of Hamilton col­ 
lege. Elihu Root; graduate 
of Yale. 
Governor Taft, and of a fellow Harvard 
man, Leonard Wood (applause!, men 
who did things, did not say how they 
should do them, but did them them­ 
selves, men who have met the greatest 
of our national deeds, the need for the 
service that cannot be bought, the need 
for the service that can only be render­ 
ed by the man willing to forego the 
material advantages for it and has got 
to be given at the man’s own material 
cost. 
"When in England they get a man 
to do what Lord Crooner did in Egypt; 
when a man returns as Lord Kitchener 
will return from 
South Africa, 
they 
give him a peerage, and a great sum 
of money. 
He receives large and tan­ 
gible reward 
and our Cromers, 
our 
men of that stamp come back to pri­ 
vate life with the privlege of taking
